Incendiarism in Virginia.

Last Tuesday night another fellow named 
Flynn, a notorious incendiary leader, made 
a speech in tront of the Lynchburg court- 
house. The substance of what he said is 
reported in the Lynehburg Virginian. A 
good many colored people were present, a 
considerable portion of them women, who 
exulted and shouted not less than the men 
at the villainous denunciations of the 
whites. “Hereafter,” said the speaker: 
“we [the negroes, himself included} will 
make the laws and rule these people.“ He

THE ABORIGINAL CORN MASHER. 


A Curious Relic of Primitive Indiana. 

Mrs. Pennington, an old lady living en Silver 
creek, m Clark county, Indiana, sends to the 
COURIER-JOURNAL, by Mr. John Covert, a curieus 
relic of the Indiens of the early um of that 
good old State. Kis an ordinary stones, with a 


very rough surface, and has as much the shape 


and sige ofa common chopping ax as a stone 
could well have. The upper portion is divided 
from the wicer and sharper part by a smooth in- 
dentation which encircies the stone, and there is 
no other hollowing about it. Evidently it was 
used to break and pulverize corn. regulating toa 
nice degree the uncious maize for the refined 
tooth of the higher classes of the noble red men, 
whose stomachs revolted at the prospect of raw 
venison for breakfast. 

A story no less interesting than this relic 48 
connected with it. One winter when Indiana 
was a howling wilderness, and when a good part 
of the howling was done by the red man him- 
self in the process of securing the scalps of the 
venturesome whiles,a party of pale faces made 

an tacursion into the State, taking their gun; 
with them and making something of a show of 
hunting. A cold snap came on and they built a log 
house, in which they remained until the weather 
moderated, when they went their way, leaving 
the house a lonely and enduring monument 
to the effect that they knew how to take care of 
themselves under allcireumstances. The follow- 
ing winter, two men, one by the name of Water- 
man, the other by the name of House, following 
im the track of the first party in a poaching expe- 
dition through the aboriginal manors, came upon 
the house that had be u bulk, and night coming 
on, they turned in for the ensuing ten hours, re- 
— of expense or Indians. Tp make them- 
however, they climbed up to the 

— that lay across the joists, and here, 
they would not be likely to be observed by 

any Visitors who might chance to drop in during 
— panes. they temporarily stretched themselves 


— fell asleep, but as the hours waned and 
the night deepened, noises in the house awaken ed 
and as they opened their eyes they saw 
dancing firelight on the walls, and they heard 
distinctly several voices apparently directly be- 
low them. “sh!” said Waterman to House: 
“bere’s Ingins, or I can’t smell. Just lay low 
while I look over.“ With this he began very 
cautiously to edge himself along the puncheon on 
which he lay, holding his breath that not even a 
respiration might reach the quick ears of the In- 
dians, for such the party below, who were mak- 
ing themselves at home, really were. Edging and 
edging along, with a good deal leas speed than a 
snail would have used, he gradually approached 
the end of the puncheon. As he neared the ob- 
jective point, however, his weight proved too 
much for that part of the puncheon, and it began 
to tip. It was too late for him w retreat, 
for puncheon could not go back 
to us place without n tremendous 
whack that would have drawn the 
attention of the savages, so, clinging to it as it 
fell, be set up a yell as he came’down that would 
bave startied the demons of the lower pit, much 
less a little group of superstitous Indians. 
Down he came, crashing into their very 
midst, but he had scarcely reached the floor 
when he found bimseif the sole occupant of that 
part of the house, for the Indians, in a panic at

to save themselves, leaving all their “baggage,”
